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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


Twenty-Five  Years  After 


This  past  session  brought  to  a  close  twenty-five  years 
on  the  Hampden-Sydney  faculty  for  the  present  writer. 
A  quarter  of  a  century,  to  put  it  another  way,  but  that 
makes  it  sound  worse. 

i\Iany  changes  have  been  wrought.  Familiar  and  be- 
loved faces  have  passed  from  the  scene.  Trees  have 
been  felled  and  have  been  planted.  Buildings  have 
burnt  and  have  been  built.  The  student  body  has  grown. 
Academic  changes  have  been  insti- 
tuted. 

Yet   we    believe    that   the    College  

has  remained  much  the  same.  Its  de- 
votion to  the  liberal  arts  tradition 
has  not  wavered.  The  students  whom 
it  attracts,  for  all  the  ebullient  mani- 
festations of  youth,  continue  to  be  of 
a  superior  type  in  nearly  all  respects. 
The  faculty  likewise  has  maintained 
its  admirable  qualities — all  gentle- 
men, many  scholars,  mostly  good 
teachers;  a  group  that  for  all-around 
abilities  and  competence  we  should 
put  up  against  any  faculty  anywhere. 
Both  student  body  and  faculty,  de- 
spite increases  and  despite  the  in- 
evitable differences  of  personality, 
have  remained  small  enough  in  num- 
bers to  preserve  a  pleasing  congeni- 
ality and  closeness  of  relationship. 

In  1939  Dr.  Joseph  Dupuy  Eggles- 
ton  had  just  completed  a  distinguished 
administration  of  twenty  years.  Bag- 
by  and  Morton  Halls  were  major 
structures  built  during  his  regime. 
Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon  was  embarking  on  a  dynamic 
administration  which  would  be  hampered  almost  at 
the  outset  by  the  Second  World  War,  but  would  shortly 
thereafter  see  the  endowment  quadrupled  through  a 
successful  million-dollar  campaign.  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
would  be  established  on  the  campus,  for  the  first  time 
since  the  eighteenth  century  (?).  A  new  gymnasium 
and  a  new  auditorium  would  be  built. 

P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  one  of  Hampden-Sydney's  finest 
institutions,  held  the  position  of  treasurer.  It  was  hard 
to  imagine  the  College  existing  without  him,  and  he 
had  many  more  years  of  service  ahead.  His  indispensa- 
ble assistant  and  secretary  was  Miss  Anna  P.  Dick- 
hofif,  who  indeed  until  that  year  had  been  one-half  the 
secretarial  stafif  for  the  entire  administration.  Today  a 
staff  of  about  seven  carry  on  these  duties,  while  she 
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now  serves  as  assistant  treasurer. 

In  1939  there  were  twenty  regular  members  of  the 
faculty,  as  against  some  thirty-eight  now.  Among  the 
teachers  of  1939  were  J.  H.  C.  Winston  in  chemistry, 
James  Buckner  Massey  in  Bible,  H.  B.  Overcash  in 
biology,  Macon  Reed  in  mathematics,  along  with  Em- 
mett  Elliott ;  Maurice  Allan  in  philosophy  and  psycholo- 
gy, David  C.  Wilson  in  Greek,  Herman  Bell  in  French, 
Freeman  Hart  in  history  and  econom- 
ics, R.  C.  Beale  in  English,  Thomas 
E.  Gilmer  in  physics ;  Graves  H. 
Thompson  had  just  succeeded  Wil- 
liam H.  Whiting,  Jr.  as  Walter  Blair 
professor  of  Latin ;  Francis  Ghigo 
was  teaching  Spanish,  and  Philip  H. 
Ropp  English.  Of  these,  Drs.  Over- 
cash,  Allan,  Gilmer,  Thompson,  and 
Ropp  are  still  active  on  the  faculty. 
Dean  Reed,  now  emeritus,  and  his 
wife  still  reside  on  the  Hill,  as  do 
Mrs.  Gammon,  Mrs.  Massey,  Mrs. 
Wilson,  and  Mrs.  Beale. 

Charles  A.  Bernier  was  athletic 
director  at  that  time,  and  Herman  E. 
Smith  was  the  coaching  "staff."  This 
complement  has  since  doubled.  Coach 
Bernier  was  soon  to  assume  the  di- 
rectorship of  alumni  affairs. 

Dr.  Wilson,  while  retaining  his  pro- 
fessorship  of  Greek,  has  just  taken

succeeding   another.     In    those    days 

there  was  only  one  dean. 

B.  S.  Oliver  was  the  superintendent  of  buildings  and 

grounds.    A  large,  mustachioed,  genial  gentleman,  he 

was  a  popular  figure  on  the  campus.    Durmg  football 

games  he  habitually  sat  on  the  players'  bench,  waving 

his  heavy  cane  in  exhortation  when  the  occasion  called 

for  it     Sundays  always  found  him  in  a  front  corner 

seat  in  Dr.  Wilson's  Bible  class,  where  he  invariably 

was    called   on   to   answer   the   Dean's   first   question. 

"What's  the  lesson  about,  B.  S.?"    B.  S.  always  knew 

the  answer. 

Mr  Oliver's  assistants  were  Herman  Duncan  and 
Bernard  Oliver.  Today  Mr.  Duncan  is  the  superin- 
tendent of  buildings  and  grounds.  With  two  assist- 
ants, Warren  Kernodle  and  Cecil  Cason,  he  manages  a 
constantly  growing  operation  with  the  greatest  ef- 
ficiency.

The  track  was  part  of  an  old  raised  railroad  bed. 

In  those  days  the  Library  was  housed  in  the  T-shaped 
building  which  is  now  the  dining  area  of  the  Commons. 
It  would  be  gutted  by  fire  within  two  years.  Miss  Emma 
C.  Venable  was  the  Librarian,  and  Frank  C.  Winston 
was  Cataloguer.  Paul  L.  Grier  arrived  in  1940  to  take 
over  as  Librarian.  Now  the  book  collection  is  housed 
in  the  modern  building  across  the  Via  Sacra  and  is  ad- 
ministered by  a  permanent  staff  of  three. 

The  Commons  is  a  more  or  less  recent  name  for  what 
used  to  be  the  Student  Club,  except  in  those  days  the 
famous  boarding  houses  were  still  flourishing  and  ac- 
commodated a  large  portion  of  the  student  body.  Misses 
Margaret  and  Alice  Hart,  Miss  Minnie  Lacy,  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Bouldin,  Mrs.  Twynian  Williams,  and  Mrs.  J.  E. 
Crawley  all  served  up  fine  food  and  good  manners.  To- 
day all  the  boarding  houses  are  closed,  a  victim  of  war 
and  inflated  costs. 

The  Infirmary  has  been  one  of  the  most  shunted  of 
college  facilities.  In  1939  it  had  for  some  years  occu- 
pied the  top  floor  of  the  Administration  Building.  There 
Miss  Delia  Brock  presided  as  superintendent  and  nurse. 
Dr.  Ray  A.  Moore  was  the  college  physician.  Subse- 
quently the  infirmary  moved,  first  into  Restover  behind 
the  Administration  Building,  a  house  which  had  been 
and  is  again  a  faculty  residence ;  and  soon  into  what  had 
been  the  old  gymnasium.  The  latest  move  has  taken 
the  Infirmary  to  the  Maples,  an  old-time  residence, 
pregnant  with  Victorian  dignity,  down  the  Via  Sacra. 
Both  Dr.  Moore  and  Miss  Brock  have  retired,  but 
continue  to  reside  on  the  Hill. 

Mcllwaine  Hall  had  been  abandoned  as  a  classroom 
building  by  1939,  but  still  gave  good  service  as  a  chapel, 
and  provided  chambers  for  publications  offices,  literary 
society  halls,  and  a  workshop.  A  monstrosity  in  tlie 
eyes  of  many,  revered  by  a  few,  it  became  more  and 
more  disused,  until  a  mysterious  fire  broke  out  on  the 
top  floor  and  destroyed  it  in  1957. 

The  gymnasium  was  still  attached  to  the  rear  of  Gra- 
ham Hall,  but  one  of  Dr.  Gammon's  first  major  acts 
was  to  see  that  a  new  athletic  structure  rose  on  the 
margin  of  Death  Valley. 

The  fraternity  houses  in  those  days  were  all  lodges 
consisting  of  three  rooms  or  so,  save  for  the  Chi  Phi 
house,  a  building  of  massive  dignity  on  College  Road. 
However,  most  of  the  lodges  were  soon  to  be  swept 
by  fires,  and  modern  brick  buildings  soon  replaced  them. 
In  these  at  least  ten  boys  could  be  slept. 

In  this  season  of  conflagration  the  Comity  Club,  a 
wooden  building  which,  just  off  campus,  had  long  ser\'ed 
as  a  dance  hall  (see  the  July  issue  of  The  Record,  pp. 


27-2S),  also  burned  down,  endangering  the  lives  of  a 
couple  of  resident  students  who  had  just  escaped  from 
one  of  the  fraternity  fires.  The  result  was  that,  pre- 
sumably for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  the  dances  came  to  be  held  on  college  property, 
in  the  old  gj'mnasium.  Soon  the  present  post  office 
rose  on  the  site  of  the  Comity  Club ;  in  1939  it  was  still 
housed  in  the  College  Shop  next  door,  which  had  once 
been  Hart's  store  in  an  earlier  incarnation.  John  Rod- 
gers  was  the  postmaster  then,  soon  to  be  succeeded  b\- 
his  son  Robert,  who  still  holds  that  position. 

Faculty  houses  in  1939  were  rather  imposing,  but 
lacked  some  modern  conveniences.  Many  of  them  were 
without  furnaces,  being  heated  quickly  and  cheaply  but 
fitfully  by  wood  stoves  or  coal  grates.  In  recent  years 
the  most  modern  housing  has  sprouted  everywhere,  and 
the  old  homes  have  been  modernized  to  an  amazing  de- 
gree. What  they  lack  in  efficiency  they  compensate  for 
with  dignity. 

Septic  tanks  performed  their  undercover  operations 
all  over.  Eventually  they  were  replaced  by  a  modern 
sewage  system.  Nocturnal  lighting  was  supplied  by  a 
couple  of  floodlights  attached  to  the  tops  of  buildings, 
by  the  moon,  and  by  lanterns.  Dr.  Gammon  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  installation  of  the  first  street  lights, 
which  now  extend  up  and  down  all  three  Hampden- 
Sydney  streets. 

There  were  still  some  trails  through  the  surrounding 
woods  in  1939,  but  they  were  little  used  by  students 
compared  with  the  "old  days."  This  is  all  the  more 
true  today. 

In  1939  there  was  a  broad  required  curriculum,  and 
no  major  system.  Today  requirements  are  still  broad 
but  less  rigid,  and  a  modified  major  system  has  been 
superimposed.  Academically,  the  average  has  risen,  as 
is  true  throughout  the  country,  and  Hampden-Sydney 
is  probably  still  one  of  the  tougher  colleges  in  Vir- 
ginia, as  it  was  then. 

There  was  a  religious  atmosphere  about  the  campus 
in  1939  which  has  shifted  somewhat  in  the  intervening 
3'ears,  again  with  changing  times,  but  the  emphasis  on 
the  eternal  verities  and  the  Christian  faith  still  remains. 
Some  would  decry,  others  applaud  the  change,  but 
there  is  nothing  to  be  alarmed  about. 

There  was  something  about  the  boys  of  that  era 
twenty-five  years  ago  that  made  them  very  attractive. 
Those  who  knew  them  then  will  not  forget  them. 

Hampden-Sydney  was  a  good  school,  a  superior 
school,  in  1939.    It  still  is.

the  serenity  of  the  great  oaks,  the  beauty  of  the  campus, 

the  rich  memories  of  the  past,  the  enthusiasm  of  the 

students,  and  the  patience  of  the  professors.  Of  course, 

the  professors  are  far  younger  and  much  less  frighten- 

'  ing  than  memory  recalls  them. 

Closer  inspection  reveals  many  material  improve- 
ments. These,  however,  are  not  the  matters  of  the 
moment.  What  about  the  curriculum  ?  The  quality  of 
teaching?    The  educational  process? 

Again  an  apparent  similarity  appears :  two  years  of 
Bible  two  years  of  laboratory  sciences,  mathematics, 
classical  and  modern  languages,  history,  philosophy 
psychology  —  all  these  represent  the  academic  fare  of 
Hampden-Sydney  students  for  longer  than  twenty-five 
years.  Interwoven  with  the  similarities  are  evidences 
of  continued  development.  A  major  field  can  now  be 
chosen  thus  lending  depth  to  the  breadth  of  the  liberal 
arts  program.  New  courses  in  the  area  of  artistic 
achievement  and  of  man's  understanding  of  himself  and 
of  his  society  have  done  much  to  amplify  and  enrich 
the  curriculum. 

Undoubtedly  changes  will  continue.  Increasingly  sub- 
jects formerly  taught  at  college  level  will  be  studied  in 
high  school,  as  already  has  occurred  in  the  area  of 
mathematics  in  that  Hampden-Sydney  no  longer  offers 
a  beginning  course  in  algebra  and  trigonometry.  At  the 
freshman  and/or  senior  levels  one  can  foresee  the  de- 
velopment of  broad  humanistic  courses  which  seek  to 
relate  the  whole  of  knowledge  in  meaningful  patterns. 
At  the  same  time  increased  emphasis  upon  a  major 
concentration  through  a  senior  thesis  or  comprehensive 
examination  might  well  increase  the  depth  of  a  student  s 
awareness. 

In  terms  of  teaching  techniques  changes  will  occur 
as  well.  Greater  emphasis  will  be  placed  in  the  upper 
level  courses  upon  independent  work  by  the  student 
and  upon  team-teaching  patterns  by  the  professors.  Be- 
cause it  is  recognized  that  the  central  theme  of  an  edu- 
cational program  is  to  develop  a  student's  capacity  for 
independent  reflection,  the  professors  will,  as  do  good 
professors    now,    refrain    from    imposing    ready-made 


capsules  of  knowledge  which  the  student  need  only  know 
long  enough  to  return  them  during  examination  periods. 
Machines  and  audiovisual  aids  will  be  employed  to 
assist  rote  learning  and  to  increase  the  time  available 
for  personal  relationships  between  professor  and  stu- 
dent. 

In  terms  of  intellectual  rigorousness  Hampden-Syd- 
ney will  seek  to  maintain  its  place  as  an  excellent  col- 
lege. The  changing  face  of  knowledge  may  make  aca- 
demic material  unrecognizable  to  many  whose  education 
in  the  particular  fields  cannot  keep  pace.  However, 
for  the  student  involved  in  the  academic  process,  the 
new  knowledge  will  make  sense.  Because  a  college  edu- 
cation intends  the  development  of  man  as  a  whole,  and 
because  much  of  that  development  occurs  in  extra- 
curricular relationships,  Hampden-Sydney  will  encour- 
age a  wide  variety  of  extracurricular  activities  which 
present  those  opportunities  for  developing  leadership 
and  personality. 

The  college  will  continue  also  to  encourage  those  re- 
lationships between  professors  and  students  which  have 
long  been  a  hallmark  of  great  teaching. 

In  the  area  of  spiritual  concern  Hampden-Sydney 
understands  its  mission  as  more  than  offering  courses 
in  biblical  studies  along  with  an  extracurricular  pro- 
gram for  denominational  groups.  These  studies  have 
importance  as  do  the  extracurricular  religious  activities, 
but  even  more  important  is  the  presence  of  a  faculty  in 
which  the  lives  and  teaching  of  the  professors  reflect 
their  Christian  faith. 

The  College  has  never  and  should  never  become  ex- 
clusively a  Presbyterian  group.  Its  student  body  should 
reflect  the  diversity  of  our  pluralistic  society  and  its 
faculty  should  be  enriched  by  the  perspectives  of  pro- 
fessors from  differing  denominations.  Its  purposes  will 
be  that  those  who  go  from  its  halls  should  possess  a 
faith  unafraid  of  intellectual  embarrassment  and  un- 
ashamed of  deep,  personal  commitment. 

Hampden-Sydney,  a  college  born  in  the  spirit  of  the 
American  revolution,  will  maintain  that  spirit  as  it  rec- 
ognizes that  present  achievements  must  always  nourish 
those  changes  required  for  future  greatness.

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Permanent  Seats  Erected  In  Death  Valley 
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TWO  STAGES  IN  CONSTRUCTION  OF  NEW  STADIUM 


A  grandstand  seating  1600  persons  has  arisen  in 
Death  Valley  during  the  summer.  Built  of  brick  and 
concrete,  it  is  situated  on  the  west  slope  of  the  football 
field,  just  below  the  press  box  that  was  built  a  few 
years  ago. 

The  stadium,  as  it  is  denominated,  is  the  generous 
gift  of  an  anonymous  alumnus.  It  was  to  be  dedicated 
on  Homecoming  Day,  October  10,  in  honor  of  the 
Class  of  1912. 

The  wooden  stands  that  stood  closer  to  the  playing 
field  on  that  side  have  been  removed. 


In  addition  to  seating  football  and  track  spectators, . 
the  stand  will  serve  other  purposes.    Specifically,  it  will  I 
be  used  next  June  for  the  commencement  exercises  on  i 
Sunday  afternoon,  when  for  the  first  time  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  commencement  program  is  condensed  into  one 
day.   With  the  sun  settling  into  the  western  sky,  mark- 
ing the  end  of  an  era  in  the  lives  of  the  seniors  as- 
sembled for  the  last  time,  lengthening  shadows  from 
the  trees  behind  will  provide  air-cooled  shelter. 

There  is  also  the  possibility  that  other  gatherings 
and  concerts  may  be  held  in  the  same  location  during 
tlie  more  clement  months. 


H-S  Actors  Institute  Summer  Stock 


A  summer  stock  company,  the  Southern  Actors' 
Guild,  made  a  highly  successful  debut  at  Drakes  Branch, 
\  irginia,  last  summer.  Each  Friday  and  Saturday 
night  for  a  period  of  eight  weeks  they  presented  a  dif- 
ferent play  (with  one  repeat)  to  packed  audiences. 

The  energizing  force  of  the  new  company  was  a  group 
of  Hampden-Sydney  Thespians,  joined  by  three  Long- 
wood  and  Madison  College  girls.  The  H-S  contin- 
gent consisted  of  Edwin  Baker  '64,  Michael  Couch- 
man  '64,  David  Relyea  '66,  and  William  MacGuire  '66. 

The  Guild  came  into  being  when  these  four,  with 
two  Longwood  girls,  were  at  a  dinner  party.  Someone 
of  the  group  (no  one  remembers  who)  suggested  the 
formation  of  a  repertory  company.  A  disused  movie 
theater  in  Drakes  Branch  was  secured  and  renovated, 
financial  and  moral  support  was  received  from  the 
people  of  the  area,  and  on  June  26  the  opening  per- 
formance took  place. 

The  repertory  of  this  first  season  consisted  of  Arms 
and  the  Man,  Everybody  Loves  Opal,  Kind  Sir,  A  Shot 


in  the  Dark,  A  Place  jor  Aldonas,  Blithe  Spirit,  and 
She  Stoops  to  Conquer.  The  most  noteworthy  of  these 
was  A  Place  jor  Aldonas.  This  was  the  world  premiere 
of  a  play  by  Christopher  Cabell  (William  Henry  Cabell 
\'enal3le  '64).  Described  by  its  author  as  a  modern 
Greek  tragedy  in  form,  it  dealt  with  the  unthinking 
cruelty  of  mankind  to  its  weaker  members.  Mr.  Ven- 
able,  while  at  Hampden-Sydney,  was  a  leading  mem- 
ber of  the  Jongleurs.  He  has  been  taking  part  in  Rich- 
mond theatricals,  and,  along  with  Mr.  Relyea,  was  re- 
sponsible for  various  sets  of  the  Drakes  Branch  plays. 

The  director  secured  by  the  Guild  for  this  season  was 
also  a  Hampden-Sydney  alumnus,  Harvey  Jeffreys  '47. 
He  is  head  of  the  dramatic  department  of  Bluestone 
PTigh  School,  and  his  productions  there  have  won  wide- 
spread recognition. 

During  the  course  of  the  season  one  of  the  actresses 
changed  her  name  from  Linda  Anderson  to  Linda 
Couchman,  appropriately  enough  for  this  summer  of 
romance.

As  Dr.  Taylor  Reveley,  president,  said  :  "When 
one  remembers  the  long  past  of  Hampden-Sydney  and 
then  projects  equally  into  the  future,  it  is  thrilling  to 
recognize  the  influence  this  award  will  have." 


Dr.  R.  W.  Bugg  Joins 
College  Staff 

Dr.  Robert  W.  Bugg,  '20,  who  retired  earlier  this 
year  as  headmaster  of  St.  Christopher's  School  in  Rich- 
mond, has  accepted  a  position  as  an  administrative  con- 
sultant for  Hampden-Sydney. 

He  is  associated  with  Lewis  Drew,  director  of  ad- 
missions. In  this  role.  Dr.  Bugg  will  share  responsi- 
bility for  student  enlistment  in  the  Richmond-Hampton 
Roads  areas.  He  will  also  work  with  Joe  Trotter,  di- 
rector of  alumni  affairs,  in  coordinating  the  College's 
development  program. 

Dr.  Bugg  continues  to  reside  in  Richmond. 

In  addition  to  his  A.B.  degree,  Dr.  Bugg  received  an 
honorary  doctorate  of  science  from  Hampden-Sydney 
in  1945. 

He  had  been  connected  with  St.  Christopher's  for  44 
years,  first  as  a  faculty  member,  and  then  as  headmaster 
during  the  last  13  years. 

The  Richmond  Times-Dispatch,  commenting  editori- 
ally on  Dr.  Bugg's  retirement,  said  in  part:  "...  Dr. 
Bugg  was  able  to  maintain  the  solid  basis  of  classical 
instruction  on  which  the  school  was  established,  while 
keeping  the  school's  curriculum  and  methodology  open 
to  the  introduction  of  modern  techniques.   The  success 


of  St.  Christopher's  in  regularly  getting  its  graduates 
into  the  country's  best  colleges  and  universities  is  evi- 
dence of  the  continuing  quality  of  the  school's  prod- 
uct. .  .  . 

"Headmaster  Bugg  was  a  great  believer  in  ivork  as  a 
foundation  stone  for  success.  He  inculcated  this  prin- 
ciple in  the  classroom,  during  his  years  as  a  truly  ex- 
ceptional teacher  of  mathematics,  and  then  as  head  of 
the  school.  It  is  a  principle  which  should  be  stressed 
more  often. 

"Integrity  also  was  one  of  his  foundation  stones.  In 
recognition  of  the  emphasis  he  placed  upon  this  quality, 
and  the  manner  in  which  he  himself  exemplified  it,  the 
St.  Christopher's  board  of  governors  gave  him  a  gold 
watch,  with  the  word  'Integritas'  inscribed  on  it.  .  .  .  " 

Hampden-Sydney  considers  itself  fortunate  to  have 
obtained  the  services  of  so  respected  and  eminent  an 
alumnus.

Two  Appointments  To 
English  Department 

Two  more  appointments  to  the  faculty  were  made 
during  the  summer,  both  in  the  English  department. 

Dr.  Jerry  M.  Williamson  comes  from  Tift  College 
in  Forsyth,  Ga.  He  takes  the  place  of  Hilton  Ander- 
son, who  resigned  his  position  at  Hampden-Sydney  to 
return  to  graduate  study  at  the  University  of  South 
Carolina.  Dr.  Williamson  holds  the  position  of  asso- 
ciate professor.  A  graduate  of  IMiddle  Tennessee  State 
Teachers  College,  he  has  an  A.M.  degree  in  English 
and  a  Ph.D.  in  Humanities  from  Florida  State  Uni- 
versity. Dr.  and  Mrs.  Williamson  have  one  young 
child. 

William  Gay  comes  as  an  assistant  professor  of  Eng- 
lish, filling  the  spot  temporarily  left  vacant  by  Professor 
T.  E.  Crawley,  who  is  completing  his  graduate  work  at 
Chapel  Hill  during  the  fall  semester.  Mr.  Gay,  a  retired 
professor,  taught  at  Bluefield  College  in  Bluefield, 
W.  Va.,  last  year. 

The  other  new  members  of  the  faculty,  reported  in 
the  last  issue  of  The  Record,  are  Dr.  H.  Alvin  Smith, 
associate  professor  of  chemistry,  and  Mr.  Jack  Lan- 
caster Mason,  assistant  professor  of  psychology  and 
director  of  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center. 

All  members  of  the  1963-64  faculty  are  on  hand  and 
on  the  job  except  for  Dr.  Edmund  T.  Kittleman,  asso- 
ciate professor  of  chemistry,  and,  as  noted  above.  Pro- 
fessor Crawley  and  Mr.  Anderson. 

Three  New  Faculty  Houses 

Three  new  houses  have  been  built  for  faculty  occu- 
pancy on  the  rise  above  the  north  approach  to  the 
Hampden-Sydney  campus,  across  from  the  intramural 
field.  Two  are  of  commodious  ranch-house  type,  while 
the  third  is  a  two-story  duplex.  The  first  two  are  occu- 
pied by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merrill  Espigh  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.

Lewis  Drew.  In  the  duplex  are  Professor  and  Mrs. 
Homer  Alvin  Smith  and  Professor  William  Gay. 

There  is  now  quite  a  little  community  in  this  suburb 
of  Hampden-Sydney,  which  is  called  Cherry  Hill  in  the 
original  land  deeds.  The  first  house  in  the  area  was 
built  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  L.  Baird.  Later  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Gammon  built  a  home  nearby,  a  few  years 
after  Dr.  Gammon's  retirement  as  president  of  the 
College.  It  is  now  occupied  by  Professor  and  Mrs.  Has- 
sell  Simpson.  Early  this  year  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson 
Watson  erected  a  house  next  to  the  Baird  home.  This 
makes  a  total  of  six  houses,  with  the  Carl  Dickhoff 
home  not  far  distant. 

Despite  the  addition  of  new  faculty  houses  each  year 
for  a  number  of  years,  the  need  seems  to  remain 
slightly  ahead  of  the  supply  as  the  faculty  roster  con- 
tinues to  edge  upward. 

Other  work  during  the  summer  resulted  in  a  small 
parking  lot  just  north  of  the  administration  building 
for  the  workers  in  the  offices  there ;  the  lowering  of  the 
surface  of  College  Road  for  a  hundred  yards  or  so  at 
its  intersection  with  Via  Sacra ;  the  addition  of  curbs 
and  gutters  along  the  same  stretch;  the  running  of  a 
walk  diagonally  up  from  the  rear  entrance  of  Graham 
Hall  to  the  corner  opposite  the  College  Shop;  and  the 
surfacing  of  the  entire  area  in  front  of  the  Shop.  This 
last  was  necessitated  by  the  refusal  of  grass  to  grow 
in  an  area  impacted  by  many  student  feet. 


Freshman  Class  Looks  Good 

The  prediction  from  the  Office  of  Admissions  is  that 
the  Class  of  1968  will  be  a  good  one.  Eighty-eight  per 
cent  of  the  freshmen  come  from  the  top  half  of  their 
classes.  Their  verbal  and  mathematical  scores  on  the 
CEEB's  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests  average  527  and  575 
respectively  (506  and  550  for  the  1963-64  freshmen). 
Approximately  thirty-two  per  cent  of  the  freshmen  are 
from  outside  \^irginia.  Seventy-nine  per  cent  gradu- 
ated from  public  schools. 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  first  days  of  the  session 
had  reached  515,  slightly  lower  than  last  year  (517). 
Because  of  the  larger  percentage  of  old  men  returning, 


the  freshmen  class  had  to  be  reduced  from  last  year's 
figure  of  160  to  146.   There  were  482  applicants. 

Among  these  were  27  sons  of  alumni  who  applied 
for  admission.  Of  this  number,  22  were  accepted  and 
17  actually  enrolled. 

Scholastic  Averages  Decline 

The  scholastic  average  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  stu- 
dent body  for  1963-1964  was  somewhat  lower  than  that 
of  the  preceding  year,  reversing  the  trend  of  the  last 
several  years. 

Comparative  averages  for  the  last  two  sessions  are 
given.  Fraternity  averages  in  both  cases  include  pledges 
who  had  not  been  initiated  by  the  end  of  the  session.

Dr.  Neil  V.  Sullivan,  who  served  as  superintendent 
of  the  Free  Schools  of  Prince  Edward  County  during 
their  one  year  of  existence,  in  a  farewell  letter  to  the 
county  printed  in  the  Farmville  Herald  expressed  his 
appreciation  to  many  members  of  the  community  for 
their  help  and  cooperation. 

He  especially  mentioned  his  indebtedness  "to  the

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Driving  Range  Nears 
Completion

Reed  Stamp  Collection  Cited 

The  Navy  Times  of  July  15,  1964,  carried  the  follow- 
ing description  of  the  Reed  Stamp  Collection  in  the 
Eggleston  Library.  Writing  on  the  subject  of  Stamps 
and  Coins,  staff  writer  Bill  Olcheski,  goes  on  to  say: 
"Down  in  Hampden-Sydney  (\'a.)  recently  a  stamp 
show  brought  to  light  another  collection  of  interest  to 
the  Kennedy  collector.  This  display  consisted  of  several 
dozen  covers  addressed  to  President  Kennedy  and 
franked  with  brightly  colored  foreign  postage.  The  col- 
lection belongs  to  Macon  Reed,  Sr.,  father  of  one  of 
our  editors  here  at  Army  Times  Publishing  Co.  The 
senior  Reed  is  a  retired  professor. 

"Here  is  the  background  on  the  display.  In  1960  Mrs. 
Reed,  Jr.,  was  a  volunteer  worker  for  the  Democratic 
National  Committee  in  Washington.  Her  job  con- 
sisted of  helping  to  answer  the  piles  of  fan  mail  that 
came  in  from  all  over  the  world  to  the  then  Senator 
Kennedy.  When  Mrs.  Reed  discovered  the  covers  were 
being  discarded  after  the  letters  had  been  removed,  she 
latched  on  to  them  for  her  father-in-law.  Mr.  Kennedy's 
election  to  the  presidency  further  increased  interest  in 
the  covers  and  Mr.  Reed  added  them  to  his  permanent 
collection.  This  collection  now  has  been  donated  to  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Library.  It  is  the  first  stamp  collec- 
tion to  be  put  on  permanent  exhibition  there."

Earlier  the  mem- 
bers had  attended  a  football  game  between  the  Tiger 
freshman  team  and  Fork  Union,  resulting  in  a  7-0  vic- 
tory for  the  latter.

President  James  E.  Crinkley  of  Blackstone  presided 
over  the  brief  business  session.

The  Petersburg  Idler  At 
Hampden-Sydney  [-Sidney?] 

On  several  occasions  in  previous  issues  we  have  had 
the  delight  of  reprinting  a  lively  jeature  of  the  Peters- 
burg Progress-Index,  "The  Idler's  Column."  It  is  writ- 
ten by  the  associate  editor  of  the  nezvspaper,  James  G. 
Scott  '09.  This  particular  column  appeared  in  tlie  issue 
of  July  12, 1964. 

As  to  the  "zvhcn?"  of  Mr.  Scott's  query  near  the  end 
of  his  article  about  the  change  from  "i"  to  "y,"  it  ivas 
1928.  The  "zvhy?"  zve'll  leave  to  another  time  and  an- 
other hand. 

A  visit  to  Hampden-Sydney  on  a  Sunday  evening 
early  in  June  was  a  pleasant  experience  as  visits  to  Alma 
stater  should  be.  The  occasion  was  a  banquet  tendered 
by  the  college  to  the  alumni  belonging  to  the  classes 
beginning  with  1924  and  going  backward  as  far  as  the 
age  and  strength  of  the  expected  attendants  permitted. 
The  visit  gave  us  much  material  "to  write  home  about," 
home  being  Petersburg  and  Petersburg  being  a  city 
that  has  many  connections  with  the  old  college. 

One  of  the  presidents  of  Hampden-Sydney  was  Dr. 
Richard  IMcIlwaine,  a  native  Petersburger.  There  are 
in  the  city  today  many  alumni.  Several  boys  are  en- 
rolled as  students  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Mr.  Hugh  P. 
Powell,  Jr.,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  C.  Vaughan  are 
members  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  college. 
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In  addition  to  all  this  we  read  in  a  history  of  Peters- 
burg that  in  1915  the  Petersburg  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce invited  the  college  to  move  here,  offering  free 
land  as  an  inducement. 

These  are  good  reasons  on  which  to  base  the  assump- 
tion that  a  Hampden-Sydney  story  will  not  be  unwel- 
come in  Petersburg. 

*         *         * 

We  were  somewhat  surprised  when  we  were  invited 
to  attend  a  banquet  at  Hampden-Sydney  on  a  Sunday 
evening,  for  in  our  day  the  authorities  would  hardly 
have  approved  having  a  social  gathering  of  this  type  on 
Sunday,  especially  one  which  required  Sunday  travel. 
We  see  no  wrong  in  such  a  practice,  but  it  is  an  indica- 
tion of  a  change  in  thought,  a  healthy  change  we  think, 
about  living  by  a  set  of  rules. 

The  attitude  of  an  earlier  day  toward  another  form 
of  social  enjoyment  is  illustrated  by  an  experience  an 
adopted  Petersburger  and  a  native  Petersburger,  S. 
Daley  Craig  and  B.  Mason  Hill,  had.  They  sponsored 
a  dance  on  college  property  and  got  into  trouble  with 
the  authorities  who  did  not  approve  of  dancing,  or  did 
not  approve  of  its  being  done  on  college  property.  We 
don't  know  in  what  way  the  entrepreneurs  were  pun- 
ished, but  we  do  know  that  they  left  for  Cornell  where 
Craig  became  an  architect  and  Hill  an  electrical  engi- 
neer. 

As  time  goes  by  standards  change. 


Accompanied  by  Fred  W.  Young  of  Dinwiddie 
County,  an  alumnus  and  the  proud  father  of  three 
Hampden-Sydney  graduates,  we  drove  to  the  college, 
and,  as  is  often  the  case  with  old  grads,  at  first  saw  no 
one  we  knew.  Wandering  at  random  in  search  of  a 
familiar  face  we  spied  a  line  of  people  in  front  of  one 
of  the  college  buildings  collecting  food  from  tables,  and 
immediately  hurried  over. 

Joining  the  line  we  were  industriously  filling  our 
plates  with  hors  d'oeuvres  and  other  comestibles  when 
we  were  greeted  by  a  hostess  with  the  query,  "Aren't 
you  two  going  to  the  banquet?"  In  our  ignorance  we 
had  joined  a  group  of  1964  graduates,  their  parents  and 
friends,  who  were  being  entertained  at  an  al  fresco 
afifair  of  the  afternoon,  and  our  banquet  was  yet  to  be. 
Much  embarrassed  we  reluctantly  surrendered  our  prov- 
ender and  following  directions  went  to  the  building 
where  the  banquet  was  to  be  held. 


One  of  the  first  things  we  saw  as  we  entered  the  ban- 
quet hall  was  a  large  container  of  crushed  ice  the  use 
of  which  is  yet  to  be  determined.  Several  ruddy-faced 
alumni  with  expectant  expressions  gathered  around, 
but  nothing  happened  so  they  adjourned. 

What  happened  at  the  banquet  can  be  easily  imagined. 
In  this  gathering  of  elderly  gentlemen,  a  gathering  in 
which  either  the  alumni  secretary  or  the  president  of 
the  college  was  the  youngest  in  the  group,  reminiscence 
reigned    supreme   in   the    conversation.     "Bags"    (Dr. 


Bagby),  "Aggie"  (Dr.  Whiting),  "Uncle  Jimmy"  (Dr. 
Thornton)  and  their  peculiarities  were  given  a  thorough 
and  affectionate  going  over. 

One  remark  made,  "In  my  day  they  spelled  it  Hamp- 
den-Sidney  and  not  Hampden-Sydney,"  caught  the 
attention  of  everyone,  for  all  of  us  were  of  the  era  when 
the  "i"  spelling  was  in  vogue.  We  failed  to  ask  Presi- 
dent Reveley  for  the  reason  of  tlie  change,  and  waited 
until  our  return  home  to  become  curious.  In  two  en- 
cyclopedias the  name  of  the  English  patriot  and  states- 
man is  spelled  Sidney  so  we  are  still  in  the  dark  about 
the  "y"  spelling.  Dr.  Vaughan  looked  up  some  records 
for  us  and  found  that  in  the  college  charter  of  1783, 
"y"  was  used;  in  a  1918  amendment  to  the  charter  "i" 
was  used ;  in  by-laws  adopted  by  the  ofificial  board  in 
June  1935  "y"  was  used.  It  seems  to  be  a  case  of  "you 
pays  your  money  and  you  takes  your  choice,"  but  we 
still  don't  know  when  or  why  the  change  was  made. 

This  unanswered  question  did  not  prevent  our  group 
of  elderly  men  from  enjoying  themselves  as  elderly  men 
are  apt  to  do  when  they  get  together  and  talk  of  the 
good  old  days. 


Although  we  cannot  claim  membership  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  we  have  taught  the  Shorter  (?)  Cate- 
chism, if  holding  the  book  and  asking  questions  can  be 
called  teaching.  In  our  college  days  for  one  scholastic 
year  with  two  other  students  we  walked  to  Worsham, 
a  distance  of  four  miles,  every  Sunday  afternoon,  taught 
classes,  and  returned  to  college.  With  this  record  we 
feel  free  to  poke  a  little  fun  at  the  dignified  Presby- 
terians about  Sabbath  observance  and  trust  we  have 
given  no  offense.  With  this  apologetic  appeal  we  bring 
our  Hampden-Sydney  story  to  a  close. 


The  Reverend  Frank  M.  Ryburn 
'11,  Retires  from  Ministry 

The  Reverend  Frank  M.  Ryburn  of  South  Charles- 
ton, W.  Va.,  retired  in  September  after  fifty  years  in 
the  ministry.  At  the  time  of  his  retirement  he  was 
clerk  and  director  of  home  missions  and  evangelism 
of  the  Kanawha  Presbytery,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

The  Charleston,  West  \'irginia.  Daily  Mail  carried 
a  feature  story  on  Mr.  Ryburn  in  its  July  22nd  issue. 
The  article  read  in  part : 

.  .  .  The  75-year-old  Presbyterian — after  5000  ser- 
mons, more  than  300,000  miles  of  travel  throughout 
southern  West  Virginia  and  26  churches  personally 
organized — steps  out  of  active  ministry  on  Aug.  1. 

"I  am  ready  to  supply  churches  that  may  need  me 
and  to  go  wherever  I  may  be  invited,"  he  said  yesterday 
afternoon,  "I  just  couldn't  stop  now,"  he  added,  "be- 
cause the  church  is  a  continuing  process." 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ryburn  will  continue  to  reside  at  505 
Elizabeth  Ave.  in  South  Charleston. 

A  reception  in  his  honor  is  being  planned  early  in 
September  at  the  First  Presbyterian   Church   in  that 
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city.  On  Oct.  6  he  will  preside  as  moderator  of  the 
Kanawha  Presbytery  when  it  meets  at  the  First  Church 
at  St.  Albans.  This  will  be  Mr.  Ryburn's  second  elec- 
tion to  that  office.  He  also  has  served  one  term  as 
moderator  of  the  West  Virginia  Synod  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S. 

A  native  of  Virginia,  he  came  to  this  state  almost  50 
years  ago  to  minister  at  the  Gassaway  Presbyterian 
Church.  Mr.  Ryburn  had  completed  his  undergraduate 
work  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  his  work  toward 
the  degree  of  bachelor  of  divinity  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond.  His  first  pastoral  charge  had 
been  a  small  group  of  churches  near  Charlottesville. 

\Vhen  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Braxton  County 
church  the  minister  learned  some  unexpected  facts  about 
geography.  He  found  out  that  maps  do  not  always 
point  out  the  easier  way  to  get  between  two  points.  It 
took  him  nearly  three  days,  mostly  by  train,  to  get  from 
\'irginia  to  West  Mrginia. 

The  mileage  he  has  piled  up  since  that  time  has  been 
as  director  of  the  presbytery's  home  mission  and  evan- 
gelism program.  When  J\Ir.  Ryburn  assumed  that 
office  more  than  IS  years  ago,  there  were  only  26 
churches  in  this  area. 

The  latest  count  shows  62  active  churches  with  a 
membership  exceeding  19,000.  These  are  spotted  in 
Cabell,  Logan.  Boone,  Clay,  Braxton,  Roane,  Gilmer, 
Kanawha,  Jackson,  Putnam,  Mason  and  a  portion  of 
Fayette  counties.  Four  of  its  local  congregations  are 
among  the  25  largest  in  the  General  Assembly  area  of 
the  denomination. 

Sensing  a  population  change  was  developing,  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  at  the  end  of  World  War  II  urged  pres- 
byteries in  17  southern  states  to  meet  the  challenges. 
From  1925  Mr.  Ryburn  had  been  serving  as  minister  at 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  South  Charleston.  The 
presbytery  in  1947  voted  to  establish  a  home  mission 
fund  of  $2  per  church  member.  This  was  to  help  organ- 
ization efforts,  to  give  financial  support  to  churches 
seeking  to  construct  new  building  and  extension  ...  "I 
could  wish  for  no  better  memorial  than  the  growth  of 
churches  represented  by  this  investment,"  he  declared. 
"I  can  never  stop  ministering  because  the  record  of 
churches  must  never  end." 

For  his  work  in  the  denomination,  Davis  and  Elkin 
College  conferred  the  honorary  doctor  of  divinity  upon 
Air.  Ryburn.  He  has  received  numerous  other  honors 
within  the  church  for  his  years  of  service. 

Retirement  at  70  years  of  age  is  a  policy  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.  However,  ministers  may  con- 
tinue on  a  yearly  commission  basis  for  another  five 
years.  "I've  run  out  of  cushion  years,"  Mr.  Ryburn 
observed. . .  . 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ryburn  are  parents  of  four  and  grand- 
parents of  seven.  Their  two  sons  are  doctors.  "The 
Ryburns  are  remaining  in  the  field  of  the  healing  arts," 
the  minister  commented.

Colonel  Clayton  B.  Tasker  '45,  Judge  Advocate  at 
Walter  Reed  Army  Medical  Center,  Washington, 
D.  C,  has  been  awarded  the  First  Oak  Leaf  Cluster  to 
his  Army  Commendation  Medal.  Col.  Tasker  distin- 
guished himself  by  exceptionallv  meritorious  achieve- 
ment from  August  28,  1959,  to  July  31,  1964,  a  period 
which  covers  his  entire  assignment  at  Walter  Reed. 

The  ceremony  took  place  in  the  office  of  the  Com- 
manding  General   of  the   Medical    Center,    Maj.   Gen. 
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A.  L.  Tynes  '26.  The  citation  read  in  part:  "Col. 
Tasker's  professional  skill,  excellent  and  wholehearted 
unreserved  cooperation  engendered  a  highly  effective 
team  spirit  among  his  associates  and  resulted  in  the 
highest  standard  of  legal  service  to  this  command  .  .  . 
He  has  not  only  made  valuable  contributions  to  the 
command,  but  he  has  advised  and  assisted  patients  at 
Walter  Reed  General  Hospital  and  personnel  assigned 
at  this  Center  who  possessed  practically  every  rank  and 
grade  the  U.  S.  Army  has  to  offer.  To  each  of  his 
clients,  without  regard  to  stature.  Col.  Tasker  gave  the 
most  exacting  and  complete  advice  consistent  with  the 
standards  of  the  most  diligent  attorney. 

"During  his  tour  of  duty  at  the  Center  Col.  Tasker 
established  an  enviable  reputation  as  a  lecturer  and 
writer  on  the  subject  of  preventive  law.  In  addition  to 
enhancing  the  legal  and  professional  needs  of  the  Medi- 
cal Center,  Col.  Tasker's  distinguished  performance  of 
duty  through  this  period  represents  outstanding  achieve- 
ment in  the  most  cherished  traditions  of  the  U.  S.  Army, 
and  reflects  credit  upon  himself  and  the  Judge  Advocate 
General  Corps." 

Before  going  to  Walter  Reed,  Col.  Tasker  served  with 
the  U.  S.  Army  in  Paris,  where  he  served  as  liaison 
with  the  French  Ministry  of  Justice.  He  subsequently 
entered  the  service  and  was  assigned  to  duty  in  Africa, 
Georgia,  Japan,  and  Korea. 

Col.  Tasker's  new  assignment  is  as  Staff  Judge  Advo- 
cate, H.  Q.  7th  Infantry  Division,  Camp  Casey,  Korea. 
He  arrived  at  his  new  post  in  early  September. 

Bob  Humphreys  Back 
To  Major  League 

Professional  baseball  players  often  move  up  and  down 
like  yo-yos  and  it  is  hard  to  predict  where  they  will  be 
next,  but  as  of  last  August  Robert  Humphreys  '58  had 
made  it  back  to  the  majors  with  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals, 
after  two  previous  chances  with  Detroit  and  the  Cardi- 
nals. 

In  his  college  baseball  days  at  Hampden-Sydney  Mr. 
Humphreys  was  outstanding  as  a  pitcher,  third  base- 
man, and  batter.  In  1957  he  pitched  6  winning  games, 
losing  none.   His  earned-run  average  was  0.96. 

The  following  account  by  the  Associated  Press  was 
datelined  St.  Louis,  August  10. 

Reliever  Bob  Humphreys  and  his  sidesaddle  windup  make 
quite  a  hit  with  major  league  fans,  but  only  after  two  failures 
in  the  big  leagues  liave  they  begun  to  impress  hitters. 

Recalled  recently  by  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  from  their 
Jacksonville  farm  club,  the  little  right  hander  from  Coving- 
ton, Va.,  has  allowed  just  five  earned  runs  in  24J^  innings 
for  a  sparkling  1.7  earned  run  average. 

"I  didn't  think  I'd  get  another  chance  up  here  after  spring 
training,"  he  said  in  his  slow  Southern  drawl.  "I  allowed 
only  one  run  in  914  innings  and  still  didn't  make  the  team. 

"I  was  going  to  quit  if  I  didn't  get  a  chance  to  pitch  more 
at  Jacksonville." 

He  got  the  chance  and  made  the  most  of  it,  and  the  Cardi- 
nals recalled  him  to  boost  their  sagging  bullpen. 

After  six  years  in  the  minor  leagues,  the  graduate  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  got  his  first  chance  in  the  majors 


with  Detroit  in  1962.    He  only  worked  five  innings  and  had 
a  0.1  record. 

Last  Season 

The  Cardinals  acquired  him  and  brought  him  up  midway 
through  last  season.  His  unusual  windup,  in  which  he  pumps 
as  many  as  three  times  with  both  hands  to  one  side  of  his 
body,  caught  on  with  St.  Louis  fans,  but  his  pitches  did  not 
fool  anyone.  He  was  hammered  in  nine  appearances  and  lost 
another  game. 

But  things  are  different  now. 

"I've  got  confidence  now,"  said  Humphreys,  who  will  be 
28  years  old  next  Tuesday.  "When  you  sit  around,  not 
pitching,  you  feel  they  don't  have  confidence  in  you. 

"I  would  dilly-dally  around  when  I  did  get  in,  trying  to 
hit  the  corners.  I  had  heard  about  the  hitters  up  here  and  I 
was  afraid  to  throw  the  ball  in  the  strike  zone.  I'd  fall  be- 
hind in  the  count  and  then  have  to  throw  the  ball  down  the 
middle  and  they  hit  it. 

"Now,  I'm  just  throwing  the  ball  in  there.  If  they  hit, 
they  hit  it." 

Nobody  has  been  doing  much  hitting  against  him. 

"Now  I'd  like  to  get  that  first  victory,"  he  said. 

Addendum  :  On  September  9  Mr.  Humphreys  was 
the  winning  pitcher  in  relief  for  the  Cardinals  against 
the  league-leading  Phillies.  In  two  innings  he  allowed 
one  hit,  struck  out  four,  and  contributed  a  hit  of  his  own. 

The  Reverend  William  Ramsey 
Richardson  Ordained 

The  Reverend  W.  Ramsey  Richardson  '52  was  or- 
dained to  the  Sacred  Order  of  the  Priesthood  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  in  services  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church 
in  Lynchburg  on  June  24.  Mr.  Richardson  had  served 
as  deacon  and  curate  at  the  Lynchburg  church  since 
July,  1963. 

The  ordination  was  the  first  at  St.  Paul's  in  the  142- 
year  history  of  the  church.  Records  of  the  church  indi- 
cate that  one  bishop  was  consecrated  at  the  church  and 
one  candidate  to  the  office  of  deacon  was  ordained  in 
the  nave  of  the  church. 

Mr.  Richardson  was  ordained  to  the  Holy  Order  of 
Deacons  last  year  at  St.  John's  Episcopal  Church  in 
Waynesboro.  Before  entering  seminary,  he  taught  Eng- 
lish and  Latin  for  five  years  at  Fishburne  Military 
School  in  Waynesboro.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as 
instructor,  Mr.  Richardson  was  director  of  guidance 
and  counseling  at  the  preparatory  school  and  was  lay 
reader  at  St.  John's  Church. 

In  the  ordination  service,  Mr.  Richardson  was  pre- 
sented to  Bishop  William  H.  Marmion  by  the  Reverend 
John  C.  Henry,  rector  of  St.  Timothy's  Episcopal 
Church  in  Herndon,  where  Mr.  Richardson  served  as 
student  assistant  while  at  seminary.  All  Episcopal  cler- 
gymen in  Lynchburg  participated  in  the  service  of 
"laying  on  of  hands"  and  in  the  processional. 

Following  the  service  a  reception  honoring  Mr. 
Richardson  was  held  in  the  undercroft  of  the  church.

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The  Rev.  D.  Kirk  Hammond  Initiates  "Boat-In"  Church  Services

In  June  of  1961  the  Reverend  D.  Kirk  Hammond  '39, 
executive  secretary  of  Montgomery  Presbytery,  Roa- 
noke, Mrginia,  conceived  the  idea  of  a  unique  "boat-in" 
church  service  program  on  Claytor  Lake  in  southwest 
Mrginia.  Observing  that  many  persons  vacationing  on 
the  lake  did  not  attend  their  own  churches,  Mr.  Ham- 
mond decided  to  experiment  with  the  idea  of  a  church 


for  boaters  only.  The  service  on  September  6,  1964, 
marked  the  end  of  four  summers  of  this  most  successful 
venture. 

The  idea  of  this  unique  service  came  about  in  this 
wise.  During  the  winter  of  1961,  in  a  contest  sponsored 
by  Nationwide  Homes,  contestants  were  asked  to  tell  in 
twenty-five  words  or  less  "Why  I'd  Like  to  Own  a

Nationwide  Home."  Believe  it  or  not,  I\Ir.  Hanunond, 
a  minister,  was  able  to  write  briefly  in  answer  to  the 
question  and  won  the  prize.  The  prize  was  a  house  and 
the  problem  arose  as  to  where  to  put  it.  Almost  mirac- 
ulousl}'  the  vision  of  what  a  lake  ministry  could  mean 
came  to  Air.  Hammond  and  he  began  the  search  for 
the  right  spot.  Again,  almost  in  answer  to  prayer,  the 
"point"  was  found  on  Claytor  Lake  which  would  lend 
itself  to  the  building  of  a  dock  visible  from  a  wide  area 
of  the  lake.  The  house  was  placed  on  the  land,  the  dock 
was  built,  and  at  the  end  of  the  dock  a  prow-shaped 
pulpit  was  erected  which  became  the  focal  point  for 
worshippers  who  would  listen  reverently  from  their 
boats. 

The  first  service  of  the  1961  six-weeks  series  was 
held  on  July  30,  1961,  with  150  people  in  approximately 
forty  boats  in  attendance.  Newspapers  and  radio  and 
TV  stations  in  the  area  cooperated  fully  in  giving  pub- 
licity to  the  venture.  Many  people  who  came  out  of 
curiosity  stayed  to  worship,  and  returned  on  succeeding 
Sundays.  Boatmen  anchored  their  craft  in  the  deep, 
quiet  cove  near  the  Hammond  pier  or  tied  up  along  the 
oak-  and  rhododendron-covered  banks.  Explorer  Scouts 
from  a  local  Scout  council  assisted  in  passing  hymn 
sheets  and  church  bulletins  to  the  boaters  as  they  as- 
sembled. A  public  address  system  carried  music  and 
the  voice  of  the  minister  across  the  water  to  the  some- 
what scattered  congregation.  The  messages  that  first 
year  were  entitled  "Paul's  Letter  to  the  Claytor  Lakers." 

From  the  beginning  of  the  services  Mr.  Hammond 
has  emphasized  that  the  boat-in  church  is  only  for  those 
who  cannot  attend  their  own  churches,  and  there  is  no 
eiTort  to  compete  with  other  churches.  The  services  are 
for  boaters  only,  and  shore-line  attendance  by  automo- 
bile is  taboo.  Mr.  Hammond  also  requested  that  con- 
tributions be  made  by  each  boater  to  his  own  home 
church,  but  volunteer  contributions  have  been  accepted 
and  put  to  use  to  improve  the  lakeside  church  facilities. 
Mrs.  Hammond  plays  the  electric  organ  which  was 
provided  for  accompaniment. 

During  the  first  summer,  boats  arrived  from  all  parts 
of  the  5,000-acre  man-made  lake,  twenty-three  miles 
long.  One  summer  resident  from  a  distant  part  of  the 
lake  brought  more  than  thirty  people  with  him  in  his 
cabin  cruiser  to  some  of  the  boat-in  services. 

The  1964  services  were  conducted  during  July  and 
August  and  centered  on  themes  drawn  from  the  thir- 
teenth chapter  of  First  Corinthians. 

The  boat-in  ministry  has  found  warm  response  among 
vacationers  on  Claytor  Lake.  Basically  the  approach 
has  not  been  altered   from  its   original  concept.    Mr. 


Hammond's  ministry  has  reached  and  will  continue  to 
reach  countless  persons  who  otherwise  might  not  have 
other  such  opportunities  during  the  vacation  weeks. 
His  purpose  in  establishing  such  a  ministry  was  brought 
together  in  the  cover  picture  caption  in  the  July  1961 
issue  of  The  Presbyterian  Survey:  "Once  more  he  went 
away  to  the  lake-side.  All  the  crowd  came  to  him,  and 
he  taught  them  there  (Mark  2:13  N.E.B.).  From  the 
beginning  the  Good  News  has  been  proclaimed  in  the 
great  cathedrals  of  the  out-of-doors,  and  summer  is  the 
ideal  time  to  proclaim  in  these  magnificent  settings  that 
the  One  who  Creates  is  the  one  who  Sustains,  Re- 
deems." 

Georgia  Church  Honors 
Taylor  Morton  17 

The  following  is  a  portion  of  a  letter  received  recently 
by  R.  Page  Morton  '23  from  J.  Travis  Davis,  Clerk  of 
the  Session  of  Morton  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church, 
Rossville,  Georgia : 

"Some  years  ago,  your  beloved  brother,  Rev.  Taylor 
Morton,  ministered  to  the  people  of  Chickamauga  and 
Lafayette,  Georgia.  His  ministry  is  still  evident  in  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  the  people  of  these  two  communi- 
ties. As  you  know,  during  his  time,  he  started  several 
new  Chapels  in  and  around  Lafayette  and  Chickamauga. 
This  Church,  which  was  named  in  his  memory,  is  one 
and  the  only  one  still  in  existence,  of  the  many  Chapels 
he  organized.  This  was  originally  the  Red  Belt  Presby- 
terian Chapel.  On  October  21,  1962,  it  was  organized 
into  the  Morton  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church.  It 
now  has  41  members  and  we  have  great  hopes  for  the 
growth  of  this  Church  and  believe  with  the  grace  of 
God  it  will  reach  out  for  people  who  are  not  now  in 
any  Church  and  hope  that  it  can  do  part,  if  not  all,  of 
what  the  Rev.  Taylor  Morton  hoped  it  would  do  when 
he  organized  it  as  a  Chapel  sixteen  years  ago.  We  have 
called  our  first  pastor.  Rev.  Dennie  Ketchem.  The 
Cherokee  Presbytery  held  its  quarterly  meeting  in  our 
Church  on  October  15,  1963.  We  are  now  in  the 
process  of  adding  a  Fellowship  Hall  on  the  back  of  our 
present  building." 


Letters  From  Alumni 

Back  in  1914-15 

To  The  Record  : 

In  your  picture  on  page  28  [of  the  July  issue]  the 
diird  person  in  the  first  row  is  not  Morell  Clarke  (he 
was  only  5'  5")  but  Oliver  W.  Dudley,  a  visitor  from 
Danville  and  a  friend  of  Berkeley  Carrington.  Also, 
the  lady  between  Rice  and  Peters  in  the  first  row  is 
Marie  Price  from  Farmville  (now  Mrs.  Adams).  I 
know,  because  she  was  my  date  for  the  weekend. 
Charlie  Peters  was  my  best  friend  and  the  biggest  "bull 
artist"  in  College.  He  was  probably  in  the  midst  of 
"handing  her  a  line." 

In  February  1914  we  had  to  sweep  the  snow  ofif  the 
dance  floor  to  dance.  I  think  the  snow  got  in  through 
a  "busted"  window.    The  dance  hall  was  rather  cool, 
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to  say  the  least.    A  big  open  wood  fire  in  the  adjoining 
parlor  was  resorted  to  frequently  to  warm  us  up. 

In  1914  only  a  few  boys  knew  how  to  dance  the  new 
steps.  To  insure  enough  dancers  to  pay  for  the  orches- 
tra, just  before  "Intermediates"  we  had  Miss  Inez 
Steele  Traylor,  a  prominent  Richmond  dance  instructor, 
to  come  up  for  two  days  to  teach  dancing.  The  boys 
had  to  dance  with  each  other.  As  there  were  no  girls, 
being  so  small,  I  had  to  be  always  the  girl,  so  at  the 
dance  I  had  a  "hell  of  a  time"  leading. 

When  the  football  team  went  to  Richmond  to  play 
Randolph-Macon,  they  arrived  back  by  train  about  two 
in  the  morning.  About  12  o'clock  we  built  a  big  bonfire 
on  the  side  of  First  Passage.  The  whole  student  body 
gathered  around  singing  songs.  An  advance  guard  was 
stationed  down  the  road  about  half  a  mile  with  a  shot- 
gun. When  they  heard  the  hack  carrying  the  team,  off 
went  the  gun.  More  wood  was  piled  on  the  fire  until 
you  could  see  the  blaze  for  miles,  and  everybody  yelled 
at  the  top  of  their  lungs,  so  wiien  the  hack  rounded 
the  curve  at  the  Lacy  House  it  looked  and  sounded  like 
all  h —  had  busted  loose.  The  team  really  got  a  rousing 
welcome,  win  or  lose.

1901

A  portrait  of  Judge  J.  Garland  Jefferson  was  presented 
to  the  Amelia  County  Courthouse  during  a  special  session 
of  the  Amelia  County  Circuit  Court  on  June  27.  Judge 
D.  Carleton  Mayes  '36  presided  at  the  ceremonies.  Judge 
Jefferson,  who  was  present  for  the  occasion,  was  trial 
judge  for  the  Amelia  and  Powhatan  county  courts  from 
1934  to  1938.  He  later  became  judge  of  the  judicial  circuit 
which  included  Amelia,  Chesterfield.  Dinwiddle,  and  Pow- 
hatan counties  and  the  city  of  Petersburg.  The  portrait 
was  painted  by  David  Silvette  of  Richmond.  It  was  un- 
veiled by  Joseph  Westfield  McConnaughey,  8,  a  great- 
nephew  of  Judge  Jefferson.  Following  the  courthouse 
ceremony,  a  reception  was  held  on  the  courthouse  green 
where  many  friends  gathered  to  greet  the  Judge. 

1909

Luther  did  not  choose  to  leave  the  Mother 
Church,  he  was  excommunicated  and  the  organization  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  came  as  an  inevitable  result. 
Lutherans  did  not  recognize  the  Reformed  who  differed 
with  them  on  the  matter  of  the  Lord's  Supper  and  so 
precipitated  the  first  major  break  within  Protestantism." 
He  then  cited  the  break  of  the  Puritans  from  the  Angli- 
cans, resulting  in  the  organization  of  Presbyterian,  Con- 
gregational, and  Baptist  churches,  and  other  denomina- 
tional organizations  founded  by  individual  leaders,  and 
noted  that  the  church  today  inherited  this  division  which 
led  to  the  effort  on  the  part  of  many  devoted  churchmen 
to   overcome   these   divisions.
